2. Application . — These rules shall apply to the 
posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule to these 
rules. 


3. Number , classification and scale of pay.- The 
number of posts , classification of the said posts and 
the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as speci 
fied in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule . 


S.O. --- In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub - section ( i) , read with clauses ( c ) and ( e ) of 
sub -section ( 2 ) , of section 3 of the Essential Com 
modities Act , 1955 ( 10 of 1955 ) , the Central Govern 
ment hereby makes the following order further to 
amend the Drug Prices (Display and Control) Order , 
1966 , namely : 

1. This Order may be called the Drugs Prices 
(Display and Control) Second Amendment Order , 
1966 . 

2. Iy the Drugs Prices (Display and Control) 
Order , 1966 , – 

( 1 ) in paragraph 2 , clause ( c ) shall be omitted ; 
( 2 ) im paragraph 10 , for the word « Inspector » , 

the words « Officers of the Central Govern 
ment or a State Government authorised by 
that Government in this behalf » shall be 
substituted . 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other 
qualifications. -- The method of recruitment to the 
said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 
5 to 13 of the aforesaid Schedule .
